into ih. matter. This Gentleman fays, that the 
Dean of the Faculry did explain the “Medal; 
which I think was defcending into the Import of 
it, lioce he told ’em, ‘ That the Face was one 
‘ that fome People cali’d King Fames VIII. and 
we the Pretender; the Keverfe was Britaim and 
Treiand ; the Infc:iption was our Saviour’s An- 
{wer to thofe who ask’d Tribute, Cujus eft, 
Redditc, &c. When this Commentary was 
made, fome of the Faculty exclaim’d againft the 
Medal, and pleaded againtt receiving of it; 
others faid they were to regard no Commen- 
tarics made upon Meda!s, but to accept of every 
thing of that kind that was offer’d them. The 
Debate wa going on, and a Vote proposd, 
Receivé or not receive, when by Atifake the 
young Advocate that was to be examin’d was 
allow 'd to come ins, which put an end to the 
© Quejiion: ‘o tuar nothing was mark’d in the 
© Books of the Faculty.’

Medal. Then a Committee was appointed to 
prepare an A@ accordingly, and to afcertain 
the Duty and Loyalty of the Faculty to her 
Majeliy and the Proteftant Succeflion as by Law 
edtabli’d, and likewife to declare their utter 
Abho:rence of all Principles and Practices de- 
rogatory to her Majefty’s Title or Poffeffion, 
c*¢. and particularly in relation to the Preten- 
der, and his Afiiftants or Abetrors.’ 

Now, Poger, as this is a compleat Vindication 
of the Facuity, whom we acquitted of the Charge 
at firlt, “tis as full a Condemnation of the Fac- 
tien; fo that they have made a fine {pot of work 
on’r, to get their Pretender’s Title and Medal 
rejected, infteed of being approv’d by that 
Learned and Honourable Society. This is fo 
much the more feafonable, becaule there are Let- 
ters from good hinds, which fay, that had not the 
Party met with this Repulle, they defign’d to 
have prefenred Medals of the fame fort to every 
Corporation i: ‘cotlavd. May all fach Jacobite
